Sheriff crashed into the Rush street bridge 
at 7 o'clock last night and caused @ panic 
among 200 pedestrians and occupants of ve- 
hickes on the structure. 

The bridge was swung partly ‘open by the 
impact of the boat, and in the rush to escape 
| from the flying splinters a number of peo- 
ple nearly fell into the river. Thirty feet of 
woodwork, including hendrails walk, 
was carried away. 

A carette fijled with homeward bound 
dents of the north side was’ halted within 
two yards of the north end of the bridge, 
| and only the passiveness of the horses draw- 
tng it prevented it being precipitated into 
the river. Had the vehicle proceeded ten 
feet further it would have been crushd be- 
tween the irom guard rails of the approach 
and the bridge structure. 


Panic on the Bridge. 

Six vehicles, including two private car- 
riages and a mall wagon, were on the bridge 
when the collision occurred, and the screams 
ot the occupants of the carette and carriages 
added to the panic of the pedestrians, who 
feared the momentum of the boat would 
carry the heavy structure off its founda- 
tions. 

Policeman Reed, who had run on the slow- 
ly moving structure when he saw that a col- 
lision was inevitable, followed by Amos 
McCoy, a sailor, sprang to the heads of 
frightened horses and assisted in quieting 
them, and reassured the frightened occu- 
pants of the vehicles until the structure was’ 
swung back. 

The bridge had just closed after the pass- 
age of the passenger steamer Mary, which 
had been delayed in the draw eight, minutes 
by the swinging about in the river of the 
Alice Stafford, which was about to tie up 
below the bridge. Knowing that the allotted 
ten minutes for keeping the bridwe open was 
almost consumed, Bridgetender J, L. Spald- 
ing declares he signaled Captain Ofeson of 
the Sheriff, which was marcos up stream, to 


stop. 
Says Signal Was 1 

Spalding asserts that the red ball, which is 
an imperative signal for ho vessel to ap- 
proach within 100 feet of the structure, had 
been run up, but the Captain disregarded the 
signal. The bridge had closed when the lum- 
ber steamer had approached within 100 feet 
of it, and the bridgetender, seeing that the
